For four hours the fight lasted, 
and there were, it is stated, 300 Sinn 
Fein volunteers in the attack which 
was made on the police barracks.

After four hours the police fire be- 
‘gan to slacken, owing to their ammuni- 
tion almost running out, and a mining 
party from the attackers succeeded in 
getting up under the wali of the house 
and placed a big charge of dynamite. 
In a few minutes the expiosion took 
place, and before the policemen could 
recover from their surprise the wall 
and 100 Sinn Feiners were on top of 
them. 

The police were immediately made 
prisoners and handcuffed together, 
and their rifles, revolvers and all am-

He is trying, with al] the emphasis at his 
command, to show that as a man sows so shall 
he reap. If hangings are too few he proposes to 
make few hangings doubly exemplary. 

Those who obstruct thee sheriff's vigorous at- 
tempts to make crime hazardous in Cook county 
are dabbling in doubtful business.

Y studying the 1916 report of 
births made by the United States 
bureau of vital Statistics, I dis-

The increase of white population by ex- 
cess of births over deaths was 1,18 per 
cent. 

The birth rate of the Negroes in 1917 
was 22.5. The increase’of Negro popu- 
lation by excess of births over deaths 
was .33 per cent. Aside from the effects 
of immigration, which is practically lim- 
ited to whites, the white population is 
increasing more than three times as fast 
as the Negro population. The figures 
for 1916 show about oe same.

Negro populations are not In the regis 
tration area. What is happening in 
those states no one ‘knows. 

“The birth rate is highest in those 
localities in which the proportion of for- 
eign born is largest.” 

The foreign born have'the highest birth 
rates, the children’ of the foreign born 
come next, the stocks longer in this 
country bringing up the rear. 

The greater fecundity of the 

born women is especially noticeable in 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire, New , York, Pennsylvania, and 
Rhode Island. Native born mothers wer6é 
almost as fertile in Maryland and they 
were the more fertile of the two groups 
-in Minnesota. 

The distribution of the foreign born 
parents among the different racial groups 
was interesting and illuminating. Almost 
one-ninth—li per cent~—were Italians. 
The second largest group were Russians, 
principally Russian Poles, making up al- 
most one-twelfth, 8.2 per cent. Other 
Poles were given: Poles, 1.5 per cent: 
Germans, including German Poles, 1.8 
per cent, and “Austrians, including Aus- 
trian Poles, 7.3 per cent. The Scandina- 
vian group—Denmark, Norway, and 
Sweden—furnished 1.5 per cent. 
Another conclusion was that-the death

Studies of racial groups in this coun- 
try and of birth and death rates in many 
foreign countries show that the curve 
for death rates does not always parallel 
that for birth rates. Whenever a coun- 
try has a high birth rate, it always has 
a high death rate, but the former may 
be more or it may be less above the 
average than the latter. 
Figures gathered in the main before 
the great war showed that the excess 
of birth rates over death rates was high- 
est in the Balkan states and in Russia, 
but we never feel like aceepting figures 
from these countries.

She in- 
gists that there cannot be any harm in 
coffee, as her mother lived to a ripe old 
age on a diet which included plenty of 
coffee, She will not listen to me when 
T tell her that what is food for some 
people may be poison for others. I am 
anxious to break her of the coffee habit, 
as she drinks from eight to ten cups a
